The metal of each specimen is slated, and it* size in 
inches and tenths of inches, in the same manner as in the 
preceding volumes- The weight of typical examples in 
gold and silver is stated in English grains. Tables for 
eon verting grains into grammes, and inches into mill!- 
metres m well aa into the measures of Mionnet's scale, are 
given at the end of the volume.

The work ha* been written by Mr* Stanley Lane- 
Fo&le ; and I have carefully revised it, comparing every 
coin with the corresponding description. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


I. HISTOIUCAL OUTLINE. 

The Sixth Volume of this catalogue was of a genealogical 
character: it described the coinage of the various branches 
of the family of Jingis Shan. The present volume is 
rather geographical: it is concerned with the issues of the 
mints of Trunsoxiaiia, and especially Bale hard r from, the 
time of Timur to the present day. 

It is important for the m nismatiat, as much as for the 
historic tip to ascertain accurately the boundaries and divi¬ 
sions of a coin-striking province, and especially to discover 
as far ns possible the alterations which these boundaries 
have undergone in the course of their history. In the 
cue of Tronsoiinna the subject is one of peculiar difficulty, 
owing 1o the scantiness of accurate and detailed records 
■nd the migratory character of many of the races that have 
inhabited it + Fortunately two specially qualified scholars 
have recently gone over the ground, and made the way less 
difficult for those who follow them. Mr. Haworth's notices, 
however, are not yet complete, and hfs volume on the Ja- 
gafai branch and the house of Timur will be awaited frith 
the greater impatience on account of the chapter on the 
topography of BufcbArii which he promise* to include in it. 
Prof, VAmWfj'a interesting account will serve most 
purposes in the interval before the more exhaustive 
Irautise appeara. Thera are undoubtedly a gtfOd manv 
in accuracies in thia brilliant monograph ; but (hey do not 
greatly detract from its usefulness. At present it is our 
beat European authority for the obscure and complicated 
questions connected with the history of Bukhdrl. 
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Tie name il^f^-tfffna-J^-H^^/ir l o^ < Beyond-thc'River 1 , which 

ta generally latinised as Tranaoxiaoa, indicates but roughly 
the position and extent of the province illustrated by the 
coins described in this volume. The country is certainly 
for the most part situated beyond the Onus, but this cir¬ 
cumstance alone furnishes a very limited idea of its extent - 
It is, however, perhaps as well that the name is indefinite, 
for it represents a very indefinite territory. Transoxisna, 
properly speaking, is undoubtedly the country lying 
between the Oius and Iaxartea (or Jeyhun and Sihun), 
bounded west and east by the sea of Aral and the Thien- 
range. But the rulers of Transoxiana did not often 
accept this limitation of their sway. Whenever their 
empire extended over a larger area southwards, as in the 
case of the Seljooka, they could afford to maintain the 
proper boundary and confine the province of Transoxiana 
strictly to the parts beyond the Qxus. But when they 
were simply kings of Tronaoiiana, they always endea¬ 
voured to push their boundaries southwards. So in the 
coinage which has before been described in this Catalogue 
(vol. ii.) we sec the T&hirees holding Khorasao and 
Transoxinnu together, with uo question of boundary ; the 
Sam&nces beginning with the strict boundary of the Oxus, 
and presently adding Khordsim and Bsilkb to their 
dominions; and the tseljcwks (vol iii.), bolding a wide 
empire with a capital further south, and consequently 
reducing their province of Transox Lana to its due limits, 
since by so doing they deducted nothing from their 
tetritorv, but merely sub-divided it more precisely. 

So far none of these, except the SAmnncea at the begin¬ 
ning of their rule, were purely Tmnsaxuie dynasties with 
tbeir capital north of the river, Tbe short-lived empire of 
the Khuwarezm Shahs in like maimer treated Mn-wara-n- 
nuhr merely os one province out of many- After the Mon¬ 
gol conquest and the subdivision of the vast empire of 
Jingis Khan, TronBoxiitna becomes a separate khanate, the 
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appanage of the house of Jagatai, and with this the modern 
history of the province 1 beyond the river/ as a distinct 
kingdom, may be said to begin. The Jagatni Khins* like 
their predecessors and successors,, were never satisfied with 
the Oxiis os a boundary, and we find them constantly at 
fend with the Tikhons of Persia upon the ownership of 
Khornsdn. It is impossible to decide where the actual 
boundary was set in those days: but it is probable that 
while the Jagatai Khans occasionally obtained the ascen¬ 
dency over the eastern part of Khordsim and over Bulkh, 
the western portion always remained in the hands of the 
11 khans. Whan Timur led his victorious hordes over the 
whole of Mohammedan Asia* Transoxianu acquired au itn* 
porta nee it hod never before attained* Samarkand became 
the capital of an empire which nominally stretched from 
Delhi to Damascus* and from the Sea of Aral to the Per* 
sian Gulf; and though much of Timur’s conquest was more 
in the nature of a mid than of a permanent annexation* 
jet for a considerable period afterwards tho capital of Truna- 
oxiana was also the capital of an empire which included 
the greater part of Persia and Afghanistan us well na the 
provinces beyond the Qxus, From the break-up of this 
empire into repamte fragments to the time of Subhankuli, 
Transoxiuna possessed a wider signification than it ever 
had in the pre-Mongolian time. It included Ferghdtmh, 
the modern Khokand* and now and then Tuslikeud was 
snatched from the Kazaks to be incorporated for n brief 
interval in the Trsnsoxme EMnate. -It iiIeo included 
a strip of territory on the left bank of the Oxuj, from 
Ilndakhshon to Amut (the modem (Jhihurjuij, and occa¬ 
sionally incursions were made further into KLorasfm, but 
seldom with any permanent effect, At no lime is it pos¬ 
sible to insist on a definite boundary, but under the dynas¬ 
ties of Sheyban and Aslrakhan, the Khanate of Bukhara* 
as Tran sox Sana then came to be called, corresponded very 
nearly to this outline ; until towards the middle o! tho As¬ 
trakhan dynasty Ehoknml broke away from the rule of (he 

h 
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Buhhariois p whilst the Afghans began to encroach on the 
sou Lb-east > 

Tha history of the Transoiine kingdom ia peculiarly 
complicated even among oriental histories. The difficulty 
begins with the unwieldy character of Timor's empire. 
It was easy for him to sweep over Persia* seize Ebdhln 
from the Kerts sad Serbedarians, Kerman and Fan and 
Isfahan from the Mudlhafarcefl, Baghdad and Tr&k from 
the JeLairs, and Diyar-bekr and Kurdistan from the 
Turkoman!* of the Black Sheep. But when till these 
petty dynasties had been swept away p and alt tbs land 
from the Mediterranean to the Hindu Eeosh trembled 
before one man, it was not so easy to restore order and 
govenment, and establish J not a reign of terror, but a 
settled empire. In this Timur failed, at least so far as 
his western dominions were concerned. No sooner wjis 
he dead than Sultan Ahmad the Jeluir and Kara Yoosuf 
the Turkoman came hack from their Egyptian refuge 
and recovered their old possessions. All the western 
part of Timur s conquests was thus lost at once. His 
descendants indeed kept a hold on central and southern 
Persia—Isfahan, Sfaeer&z, etc,—for half a century, and 
Khorasdn remained under the rule of the family of Timur 
for fifty years longer; but the growing Sefevi power 
carried all before it. and when in the tenth century 
the line of Shej'ban succeeded to the empire of Tamer¬ 
lane* that empire had shrunk to the Urn its which the 
Khanate of Bukh&rii has since preserved with little change 
down to the eighteenth century. 

One great cause of the collapse of the Timurisu empire 
was the number and rivalry of the Timurian family 
Timur left thirty-si* sw>ns. grandsons, and great-grandflonB, 
to perpetuate his race, as the following genealogical table 
may explain; it is carried down to the end of the dynasty. 

No sooner was Timur dead than the struggle for 
supremacy began among this too abundant progeny; Fir 
Mohammad had been mured successor* but he was away 
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at his government of Balkh and Kabul, und meanwhile 
Khutal had himself proclaimed nt -Samarkand, j n eon- 
junction witn ilojjuauiiid Jeh&ngir, whilst another son 
of Mi ran Snah contemplated sovereignty jn the west. 
Happily there was one wise man among Timur's descen¬ 
dants, wid Shah Itukh was able to put an end to the 
rivalry of 3 1 is lntn:neq end fohold the empire unimpaired, 
except at ir 8 western aide, for nearly half a century. 
After his death, in 85(1, the rivalries so lung suppressed 
broke out in fresh vigour, and the whole of the empire 
was split up into separate independed t principalities. 
Thus wliiiit Ulugli flog wm proclaimed chief Khan at 
Samarkand, Baber was practically independent at Herat, 
sad Sc Him Mohammad ruled undisturbed at Shwrix. 
Each succeeding Khan found his Khanate diminished j 
und it was aa much as Sultan Ahmad coaid do to retain 
powcMion of the region between the rivers, whilst Suit An 
Moseyn held Khoras&n i and 'Omar Shcykh, Forghinah ; 
Aboo-Bekr, Hadakhduin ; Mes'ood, Hissar; end w forth 
The history becomes worse confounded towards- the end 
of the dynasty of Timur, and the delimitation of provinces, 
in the files of constant inroads and encroach me tits on all 
sides, is impossible. All that con be done is to tabulate 
geographically, ns far as we know them, the various rulers 
of the family of Timur whose names occur in the histories 
of the lime. These rulers began at the death of Timur, but 
during Shdh Rukh’s reign they were held in subjection : 
after hia death, however, they became independent, and 
conduced more than anything else to the destruction of 
their House. * 
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Whilst the sons of Mnhmood, Baysunkor, Sultan ’Alec, 
and Mes’oad, were fighting over the rains of the empire, a 
new power wee approaching, which made an end of all the 
princes of Tnmsox iana, and re-established a strong govern¬ 
ment in the place of division and impotence. This was the 
Uzbeg horde led by Mohammad Sheybani, the last of the 
great warriors of the lineage of Jingts. In "V olurae VI. the 
early history of the line of Sheyban haa been briefly told 
(VI, iJivi,—mviii.). We have nothing here to do with 
the home-line of Sheyban, who remained in their old. 
Siberian camping-grounds and were known as Czars of Tin¬ 
men ; nor with those members of the family who supplied 
Khans to their kinsfolk of Kipchak- It is when a large por¬ 
tion of the tribe migrated to Tranaoiiaua, and the sons of 
Pulad founded the dynasties of Bukhard and Khiva, that the 
House of Sheyban co nes into our present field. How 
Sheybani led the IT stags into Transoiiana and made it an 
Usbeg kingdom for more than three centuries and a half 
may ta read in Mr. Howorth's exhaustive Second Volume 
(2nd Division}, or in Prof. Varoblry's clever eketch. The 
chief thing to ta noticed here is the dual character of 
Sheybani’a dynasty, which is likely to prove a source of 
confusion to the numismatist. Samarkand was the capital 
of this line; but there was generally a powerful and some¬ 
times an independent government at Uukbird More than 
once the governor of Bukhdrd was virtually the ruler of 
Transoiiana, and Bukhara became almost as much the 
Dauphino of Samarkand under the rale of the House of 
Sheyban as Balkh was under the succeeding dynasty of 
Astrakhan.

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From this table it appears that 'Obeydallab ruled 
Bukhari [and indeed the whole of Tnumoriana) during 
two reigns before he was proclaimed Khsk&au hira- 
relf in EHO. In the same manner 'Abdullah II., after 
putting an end to the sub-dynasty of Bukhari in 964, and 
there proclaiming his father Lskendar u Khakian of the 
world” in 968,similarly, in 986, abolished tbesub-dynasly 
of Samarkand, which had sprung up during Iakendar’a 
reign at Bukhara : and after appearing twice in the 
table (in italics) as a governor, at length arrives at the 
Kh unship on his father's death in 991. 

la imitation of Sheibaui and Obeidullah, who, although 
practically sovereigns of the country, had left the actual 
seat of the Khanate to others, the more freely to pursue 
their military career, Abdullah placed his father lskendar 
on the throne .... and put himself at the head of his 
army to reconquer the original frontiers of Sheibaot's em¬ 
pire The greater part of his life was spent in this enter¬ 
prise, but he was more fortunate in his conquests than any 
of hia predecessors, and also contributed more to the 
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restoration of prosperity to the countries of the Oms and 
Yaxartes .... Under him the frontiers of the Khanate 
of Bokhara were pushed forward in the north far beyond 
the inhabited parte of the proviooe of Turk is tan , In 
the East, not only all Fergaba p bat alee Kashgar and Kho- 
ten were subdued by the Bheibuides; in the Sooth an 
aggressive policy had been pursued on ihe one hand by the 
family of Baber and on the other by the Betides, who both 
coveted tbe possession of Belkh ; but tbe power of the O z - 
begs was even greater tbap in tbe time of the first Shet- 
banidea. Belkk waa fortified, TokKaristan and Bedak J h* 
ahan were incorporated with Trcmsoxiana, and once more 
the bright green waters of the Murghab became the fron¬ 
tier of Turania. In the Weal, the anna of Abdullah were 
again victorious, in spite of the united opposition of tbe 
Iranians and Kahrextnhns. Astrabad was surprised and 
taken ; the prince of Qhilao, an ally of the Sultan Murad 
III., had to take refuge at Constantinople, and the fron¬ 
tiers of the empire of the Sheibauxdea were extended in 
this direction further than they bad ever been before .... 
For the moment, Abdullah ., * * got possession of a great 
part of KhorasuOp including the towns of Herat, Meshed, 
Snrnkhe, Merv, Khaf p Djam, Fviabeng, and Ohurian, all 
which he retained very nearly till his dealh. JP * 

Soon after 'Abdallah 1 ! death, anarchy broke out in 
Tran sox i ana, and the way was prepared for a change of 
dynasty. The Line of S hey ban, after bolding the govern¬ 
ment for exactly a century, gave place to the dynasty of 
Afitrakh&n, so called because since the dciys of their an¬ 
cestor Kucbuk Mohammad of the Golden Horde, they had 
lived in comparative obscurity at the mouth of the Volga at 
Hajji Tarkhan, or. as it La now called, Astrakhan* (See Yol. 
YL, xxxiv.). 

When the Russians absorbed the Khanate of Astrakhan, 
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in the middle of the 16th century, Mohammad Tar and 
bis bod Jan took refuge with Iskendar of Bukhara, who 
married Jan to bis own daughter ; thua R£ki Mo him marl, 
the issue of this marriage, was nephew to the famous con¬ 
queror 'Abdallah II,; a circumstance which doubtless 
smoothed his path to the throne. Bald Mu ham mad suc¬ 
ceeded to the whole of the territory which had usually 
owned the rule of the house of Slieybsn, which was not, 
however, all that Sheybunf and 'Abdallah had conquered ; 
for Khorasan again belonged to Persia, and another Usbeg 
dynasty, also of the kindred of Sheyban, had made itself 
independent at Khiva, Still the Astrakhan sovereigns, 
who united the blood of Sheybuti with that of Orda, found 
themselves possessed of the greater part of the Transoiine 
province and not only Bukhara and Samarkand and Fer- 
ghinab, but fiadakbehin and Tokhanstdn (Jklkh) on the 
left hank of the Ojcibi* The Left-bank provinces, indeed, 
became troublesome possessions to the later Astrakhan 
rulers; and it is not seldom that we find the government 
of Baikh in revolt from the authority of Bukhara. Baikh 
appears to have been the Dauphin6 of the chief Kha¬ 
nate of Bukhara under this dynasty. Thus the second 
Astrakhan sovereign. Yah Mohammad, was prince of 
fislkh for seven years before he became Khokoan, So, too, 
Subhankuli ruled Baikh for thirty-three yean previously 
to his accession to the supreme throne; and the power 
of his successor 'Obeydallah was sensibly impaired by the 
independence of Mekira Khdn, who upheld the standard of 
revolt at Baikh from 1114— lllfL The rule of the Astra- 
kh^n princes was a period of gradual decay. To say nothing 
of a temporary submission of the Khan himself to Nadir 
Shsh, pieces were continually being cut off the Trunsorine 
kingdom. In 1752 (1166) Ahmad Shah Du rani made 
himself master of a considerable part of the Cisoiine 
territory of Bukhara, and his successor Timur Sbah 
restricted the authority of the Khan wholly to the 
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right bonk of the Oxm; and thence Hot ward Balkh and the 
country round about were lost to the Bukhariotes. Be¬ 
fore the Afghans had thus encroached on the south-east, a 
new Khanate had sprung up (dre. 1112} at Ehokand p or 
Fergh&nah as it waa then called, which gradually increased 
in power and even annexed Toabkend in 1220. Kbuwa- 
rezm or Khiva had long been lost : in fnct + except during 
occasional raids carried on by the Khans of Bukhara of 
the linos both of Shevban and Astrakhan, Khuwerezm had 
never belonged to Transoxiana since the death of Moham¬ 
mad Sheybani, Thus the dimensions of the Khanate of 
Bukhari were considerably shrunk during the rile of the 
Astrakhan dynasty. Their rule* moreover, vu merely 
nominal after the first hundred years, and the last four 
princes of this house were under the control? of their uhief 
ministers, the heads of the family of MangiU, or 14 Flat- 
noses ;** a tribe akin to the Nogais or Feehcnega, but 
which bad left its Kipchak camping-grounds to follow the 
fortunes of Mohsmtnud SheybunL Under the Astrakhan 
dynasty it grew into greater influence, and ihe Bey or Bi 
of the Mangita became an important officer of the Khan: an 
important indeed, that he finally ousted his master from hi^ 
throne. For along tame before the actual dethronement of 
A bul-ghazi p the last Khan of the house of Astrakhan p the 
Mangit Dunml Bi (who was connected by marriage with the 
nominally reigning houso) and his son Mir Maasncm Shah 
Murad, had really governed Bukhara, and it becomes diffi 
cult to define the boundary between the two dynasties, 
all the more as the evidence of the coins is somewhat per¬ 
plexing- About the end of the L2th century of the Flight 
(Vambery says 1199 = 1784} Mir Maqtsooni seems io 
have mounted the ibrone; but Abulghazi’s name appears 
op the coinage for another twenty years. The onlv 
explanation that com men da itself is tha t Abulghdzi 
is also a patronymic (or rather hyiouyiuicj of Haidar, 
on whose coins it appears up to 1220. Mir Mii^soom 
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curried raids into the Durant country and recaptured 
part of the Gisoxine territory which Ahmad Shah hud 
Annexed ; but without permanent success. He died in 
1^17 and his son Haidar Toro succeeded him m 

ISEIS | on his death in 1240, alter murdering his brothers 
and all claimants to the throne, Nusr-Allah, notorious in 
England for his barbarous murder of Colonel Stoddart and 
Captain Cbnolly, began his long and disgraceful reign. 
1 lie present Khali, Muzatfar-ed^deen, who succeeded bis 
father in IStit), baa been a tributary of Russia since 1S6B. 

Thai the last stage of the history of Traosoxiana is 
reached. The first is the Timumn empire (e. 780-900), 
lusting some seventy years in comparative integrity under 
Timur and Sh£h Riikh. and fifty years longer in division 
and diminution. The whole of the tenth century of the 
liijrak forms the second stage, when the house of Shevban 
governed I he kingdom of Transoxiana and little more, 
and when Khuwanezm had its own Khan, and EhorasAn 
belonged to the new Persian dynasty of the Seferis. The 
House of Astrakhan makes the third stage, holding an cver- 
dirmnisbing territory for two centuries; and the fourth la 
the usurpation in name by the Man git chiefs of the 
sovereignly they had long held in reality. These stages 
will be more clearly understood after a reference to the 
following table. 
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SKETCH-TREE OF THE DYNASTIES OF 
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This outline of the dynastic changes which took place 
in Transoxiana between the death of Timur and the 
Russian annexation would not be complete without some 
account of the various lingfc of independent princes which 
sprang up in many districts when the central power 
became weak. The enfeebled sceptre of the Astrakhan 
rulers was already, at the beginning of the 18th century 
(A- H. 1112), unequal to the task of controlling the 
numerous chiefs who had hitherto been compelled to own 
the suzerainty of Bukhara, and during the last two cen¬ 
turies the history of Trurisdxiana has been chiefly notable 
for the numerous petty dynasties that hove contended 
for the mastery in all the outlying provinces. It is 
unnecessary here to notice more than a few of the largest 
fragments which separated from the once united Khanate 
of Bukhari; but the fullest information that can be 
obtained concerning this necessarily obscure and for 
the most part tmchmnicled period, is to be found in 
Mr, Ilowortb's Eittory of the Mongols, vol + ii p„ 816-869. 
The first great secession waa that of Ferghanuh* where a 
reputed descendant of Jingia Khan, one ShAh Ruth Beg p 
made himself independent about the year 1112 [A.D, 1709), 
and founded a dynasty and kingdom which lasted for the 
better part of two centuries, end was known, after the 
building of the capital by bis son J Abd-el-ker*em Beg, as 
the Ehdnate of Kho^and* The chronology of the early 
Khans of this line is very uncertain, but with ftarbiileh Bi\ 
who died in 1809, and was thus a contemporary of the 
great Mir M&asoom of Bukhdri, the history enters upon a 
somewhat dearer course. In the early part of the present 
century Toahkend—which bad never been firmly attached 
to Bukhara* and which had recently been governed by an 
independent prince* Toon us Khoja, who defeated Of id 
killed Xarbuteh bi—was permanently ndd^d !o the domi¬ 
nions of the Kbi'in of Khokand. In 1839-4! Nasr-Allah 
of Bukhara made some sanguinary raids into the territory’ 
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<tf Khokand, and even seized the capital and killed iti 
exemplary Khin, Mohammad 'Alee; but the success of the 
Bukhariota was only temporary, and Khokand remained 
independent until it was annexed by Russia in 1076. 


GENEALOGY OF THE KHANS OF KHOKAND. 

(After Hr,wartti. jj, 87 &.) 
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Among the conquests of Kboleaad at the beginning of 
this century was Uratippa, which had for the preceding 
aerenty years poae^d a dynasty of its own, in which 
Khudayar Beg is the moat prominent figure. {See 
Ho worth, ii. 846). Similarly an Independent line of 
governors held out at Shehr-i-sebz (formerly Kc*h) 
against the Khdna of Bukhara. Daniil Atilik f 1811- 
1836), Khoja Kul (1036-46), and likendar (1S46-&6) 
successively ruled the ’Green City/' and though Naar- 
Allah at last succeeded in reducing it to his authority, it 
revolted again when be died (IS60), and R*ba Beg revived 
the independent dynasty at Shehr-i-sebz, and Jura Beg at 
Kitnb. They were conquered by General Abmmoff in 
I8i0, and added to the dominions of Bukhara. Other 
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lines of hide pend etit rulers were founded during ihv 
present century in Kohistan* and Urgut, end Hia&iir. 

The Uzbeg possession!* on the left bank of the Oxus 
were, us hm been said, conquered by the Afghans io the 
middle of the 1 81ii century, As the century drew near 
it* end, however, the hold of the Afghan* became more 
ri,ict + and the result appeared in the establishment of 
several petty governments. At Ehulm {IL iL 855 ) , Kilij 
Arslan Atalik held authority over a considerable territory, 
including B dkh, which was no longer the chief city of 
Tckhariabitij and hi* eons succeeded {in 1817] to hi* 
power; though they owned allegiance to the chief of 
Kunduz, This dynasty u! Kunduz had been founded by 
Kotan Beg at the end of the lSth century* and, under 
his son Murad Bi, w ho died in 1340, exert:ited authority 
over Kimduz, Ehulrn. Taliban, Huzret Imam, etc* Murad 
Bi wa^ an fact, master of t he upper course of the Oxiis, and 
even invaded the Afghan dominions, and sacked IhJkli. Ifc 
w as succeeded by Moliamtuud Ameen l w ho. how ever, nnlv 
retained bin power for ten years; for In 1850 the principa¬ 
lity of Kunduz wua annexed by the Afghan DiM Mohammad 
Side by side with the great Ur beg Khanate of Bukhari 
is the scarcely less important Usbeg Ebdiuue of Khiva m 
EhiiWilrezm, (Uoworth, li. Sj h!L 7), The aucestrv of 
this Khanate ho* already been explained in |] ^ r !L[llr 
iDgue, Tol. VI. xxxviii. (and the table facing xlii\ where 
it was shown that the Khans of Khiva and of Bukhara were

In the general confusion of Timuris con qu arts, Ehuwareitri 
became a separate province again ; and on the migration 
of the Uzbege under Abu-l-Kheyr and Sheybafti* Khu- 
wirezra was occupied at the Game time at BukhririL 
When Sheybani tw defeated by Shah Iama'ii. and tem¬ 
porarily withdrew, Khuwarezm was placed under Persian 
governors; but about A,H. Bil (A D. 1515) the Uzbegs 
invited Ilbar± R the descendant of "Arab-Shah and thus of 
Sbeybin, to take the throne, drove out the Persians, and 
established an independent Kb an at®. The early history of 
this Khanate La exceedingly obscure; but one of the first 
facta that can be ascertained is the hostility which almost 
from the beginnirtg manifested itself between Khiva and 
Bukhara The Kharis of Bukhara were jealous of the 
tmdo which their neighbours of the Lower Oxus diverted 
from them, and they strove to put an cud to the KbAnftto 
of Kbivu, In 946 and in 1002, Bukh&r& effected & tern* 
porary suppression of its rival; but Khiva possessed quite as 
much vitality as the larger Khanate, and not only expelled 
its conquerors, but even succeeded in occupying Bukhara 
itself in 10tiS fA.D. 1654), ihough it must bo added that 
in this it bud the aid of SubharrkuU^ then -# dauphin 1 * oi 
Bslkh. 1 hEft occupiitiod took place in the reign of Abut- 
ghazi K ban, who is renowned ns much for his valuable 
sun a] a, uk for his warlike enterprises. After his deaih 
there sr® no more conquests on either side, though raids 
•re still common incidents in the international policy 
of the two Khanates ; hut Khiva did not escape the 
invincible armies of Kadir Shah. Whilst Bukhari mude 
a timely submission, Khiva waa conquered (1740), mid 
was forged to obey a Persian goj^mor—who, however, 
was expelled in a year in favour of the family of Shevban, 
Khiva underwent its latest capture in 1S72, when General 
Katifmann reduced it to Russian dependence.

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The mints are generally introduced by the verbal noun

well as in conjunction with the name ot a city. M ith 
regard to the former, M. Teliaoiinol-Zemof has advanced

The dates on the eRver coinage are in ciphers, not words 
or letters. Frequently the cipher* arc reversed, inverted, 
or imperfectly engraved, and some of the difficulties con¬ 
nected with them are noticed on pp 4, fi t 6, foot notes. The 
ciphers arc commonly preceded or surmounted by 
but ^ is comparatively rare. 

The later coins of the House of Timur are adorned with 
ornamental margins and enclosures* but except stars and 
trefoils there are few ornaments. On the coinage ol 
Hoseyn Baikara a new arrangement of the inscriptions is

Hitherto we have referred only to the silver coinage: 
I he copper and brass, however, present several peculiar 
features; and the latter are, if only on the score of inetu], 
phenomenal among oriental coinages. All the copper and 
brass issues seem to hare come from the southern cities of 
the empire: their mints are Sftcertk, La r, Isfahan, and 
Rhebdnkarah. They have also a peculiar de nominal ion: 
they are all called e.g, . They only 

occur in the British Museum collection, with the names 
of Timur and Muhmood (copper), Timur alone (brass), 
atid Shab Rukh (brass a eh] copper). Thev arc very 
badly executed, and of unusually large size. Their 
dates p when legible, # orc chicily stated in numeral^ not in 
ciphers; but sometimes in words and ciphers mixed. 
The inscriptions offer little that is different from the silver, 
except the entire absence of religious formulas (save now 
and then the names of the four orthodox Khakefebs), the 
place of which is filled by the name of the mint. The

The coins of the Line of Sheyban contained ill the 
National Collection would seem few, if no comparison 
were made with those already known. The treatise of 
M, Veliamitof-Zernof (alreaily quoted) is the classical 
authority on the numismatics of this and the succeeding 
dynasties; und a comparison of tbia valuable work with 
the corresponding pages of the present Catalogue will 
show that it is the rareness of the coins and not the 
poverty of the collection that is to be noticed. M. 
Veliammof-Zernof describee all the Sheybani coins ho is 
acquainted with, and these number only twenty-four. 
Pr. Blau's catalogue of the Odessa collection contains no 
example of the Line of Sheylao. These works, it must bo 
remembered, deal with Ru^iun collections, which are 
specially remarkable for their richness in the coinages of 
central and western Asia. It is therefore a noteworthy 
circumstance that the British Museum possesses thirty- 
four coins of the Sheybmib, against the twenty-four 
hitherto published by M. Veliaminuf-Zernof; nod tlmt 
whilst the latter (like the Stroganoff series recently de¬ 
scribed by M. TieseDbauscn)* is certainly rich in copper 
coins, the English examples are all of silver and are con¬ 
sequently more detailed in their inscriptions. The first com 
of Mohammad Sheybani m the present Catalogue (no. 105) 
presents an earlier date than any described in the Russian 
work, and its mint, is entirely unpublished in connec¬ 
tion with this dynasty. Four out of the Eve .oins here 
described are inedited, and two fresh dates (910 and 
915) are thus added to the one (914) published by M. 
Veliammof-Zemof. Of Kdclikunji. the Russian treatise

coinage than any in the former* and the mint liulkh is also 
unpublished in this connection. The finest part of the 
series here published is that comprising the thirteen coins 
of'Abdullah II., with ten new dates, and the mints Bukhara 
and Herat: if, Veliaminof-Zernof describes but one ctm 
or this Khan, of the year 991, and this h the h*L coin of 
the Line of She) ban in bis treatise. The present Catalogue 
is fortunately able to supplement it by ten later dale* of 
'AMullah II., four cotira [with the date IGOb) of 'Abd-EL 
Mu-roin p and one of Pir Mohuujinud II. struck at Samar- 
kand in 1007. M. Vdiummof-ZeriioFa no. 17, however, 
should probably lie transferred to lids Ujt Khan. In 
addition f the British Museum possesses two coins of the 
sub-dynasty of Bukhari, issued by Yar Mohammad, from 
the mrnr* of Bukhfai and Balkh; and one of an un- 
certain Klmn Abd-Kl-Ameen* whose name may be an 
alternative form of Ubd^PMu min: unfortunately It is 
not dated.

The only other point to bo noticed in regard to the 
Tillaa of the Mangtt dynasty is the employment of double 
dates. The date is generally inscribed twice over, once on 
the obverse and once on the reverse. Sometimes tho two 
ore identical, but frequently the two represent different 
yean. This is explained by the supposition that old dies 
wore retained for one eido of the coin, and the new date 
was thus inscribed only oa the other side. It U generally 
the obverse that retains the superseded date, whilst the 
reverse presents the actual year of issue. The forty-five 
coins jei the British Museum augment considumbly tlie 
Ktrie* of dates furnished by the thirty-four specimens 
published by M. Vdiatninof-Zeraof: five new years in 
Haidars reign, including 1240, which is three years later 
than any in the Russian list; und eight now dales of Nnsr- 
Allah; with two of the present Khan Muzaffiir-ed-deen; 
fill many of the lacuna? in the earlier work. The weight 
of the Tilla is about 70 gn + and the diameter averages "85 
inch.

testifies to Ya^koob’s allegiance to the 'Othmanlee Sul ran 
of Constantinople. The Catalogue of Chinese coins in the 
British Museum s now in preparation by if Terricn dc 
LaCuuperie, will contain descriptions of two interesting 
coine struck at Kushghnr and Yarkand after the Chines 
re-conquest. Three coins of the Ameers of Budlees, in 
Kurdistan, near Mayyafarikeen, conclude the present 
volume, A full account of this Kurdish dynasty is to be 
found in the Shnwf Mmhf a history w ritten by Slinnif- 
ed-deen, a descendant of the Shems-ed-deen, whose coins 
are described on p. 1Q2. The founder of the power of
